DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the following must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

• gear of a conventional type, as in claim 3, 

• the thickness of said second half-tooth (24), on the pitch circle (18) of the wheel 
is half that of the other half-tooth, as in claim 5. The examiner notes the 
thickness shown in the drawings is significantly more than half said thickness. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 

reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include ail of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more clainns particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said first tooth" in line 9. There is insufficient 

antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Is applicant referring to "first half-tooth" 

as in line 5? 

Claims 3 and 6 recite the limitation "said radial slot has a width corresponding to 
the clearance of a gear of a conventional type", rendering the claim indefinite. It is 
unclear as to what the clearance of a gear of a conventional type is. Furthermore, it is 
unclear as to what is meant by "a width corresponding to [a] clearance". Is applicant 
claiming that a width and a clearance are equal in distance; or rather, that a width and a 
clearance merely function together (correspond to each other)? The examiner further 
notes "a gear of a conventional type" is not shown in the drawings. 

The term "substantially" in claims 10-16 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "substantially" is not defined by the claim, the specification does 
not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in 
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the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. What thickness 
is necessary to be "substantially" half that of the other half-tooth? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-16, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Tsuchida JP 58-127246 in view of Imazaike US 4.127.041. 

Tsuchida discloses: 

• at least two toothed wheels (1 , 5) cooperating with each other and without 
any clearance, each wheel having a pitch circle 

• first and second half-teeth (2, 3b). 

• said second half-teeth tooth comprises a recess (4) enabling it to be 
deformed elastically upon compression, 

• characterized in that said first tooth (2) is complete in order to have a 
rigidity greater than that of said first half-tooth. 

• characterized in that said radial slot extends slightly beyond the pitch 
circle of the wheel (see figure 2). 

• characterized in that, at the tip of the teeth, said radial slot has a width 

• characterized in that said recess enlarges increasingly from the tip of the 
teeth towards the pitch circle of the wheel, (see figure 1, rounded tip of

recess enlarges increasingly from the tip of the tooth towards the pitch 
circle) 

• characterized in that the thickness of said second half-tooth (3b), on the 
pitch circle of the wheel is substantially half that of the other half-tooth 
(see figure 2). 

Tsuchida discloses all of the claimed subject matter as described above. 
Tsuchida does not disclose a radial slot. 

Imazaike teaches a radial slot (10) for the purpose of providing a larger elasticity 
or deformability (C2/L55-60). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to modify the teachings of Tsuchida and provide a radial slot, as taught by 
Imazaike, for the purpose of a larger elasticity or deformability. 

Response to Arguments 
4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-16 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
